RICHMOND. Va. (AP) — A

Sharon Bottoms first lost custody ■ 
of 3*ycar-old Tyler Doustou two 
years ogo when a judge said Ms. 
Bottoms >wQs an unfit mother . 
because she and her lover engaged 
in oral sex, a felony in Virginia. 

He gave custody to Ms, Bottoms’ 
mother. 

The Virginia Court of Appeals 
reversed a lowcr couiTTuling“iast~ 
June, saying a parent's private sexu- 
• al conduct even if illegal — is 
not grounds for losing custody. 
Under the state’s appellate rules, 
however, the child remained with 
his grandmother while the case was 
appealed. Ms. Bottoms had limited 
visitation rights. 

In its 40 ruling of a case closely 
watched by gay rights groups, the . , 
state Supreme Court toda^ reversed 
the appellate coiiri’s decision. 

"The evidence is plainly suffi- 
cient ... that the mother is an unfit 
custodian at this time, and that the 
child’s best interests would be pro- 
moted by awarding custody to the 
grandmother,” Justice A. Christian 
‘Compton wrote. 

The court said Ms. Bottoms' rela- 
tionship with April Wade created an^ 
environment that could bring thc‘| 
child “social condemnation.” 

. “This is a tragedy for lesbian and - 
gay parents,” said Suzanne 
Goldberg, lawyer for the Lambda 
Legal Defense Fund in New York. 
The organization filed a Icgarbricf 
in support of Ms. Bottoms. 

Ms. Bottoms, 25, did not immedi- 
ately return a phone message left at

Her mother, Kay Bottoms, said

N. Korea rebuffs U.S. proposal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — North 
Korea rejected a U.S. proposal to keep 
nuclear negotiations alive Friday. 

There is nothing left to discuss, the 
head of Pyongyang's delegation said 
as he headed home from Berlin, where 
the talks broke down. 

The North Korean govcmm^ will 
take “relevant action” based on his 
report, Kim Jong U said os he deport- 
ed for Pyongyang and spurned an 
offer by Secretary of Stale Warren 
Christopher to upgrade the negotia- 
tions and shift them to Geneva. 

Groping for a formula to avert a cri- 
sis, Christopher said the dispute over 
replacing North Korea's gas-graphite 
reactor could be settled.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
federal deficit ballooned by nearly 
$50 billion in March, 54.5 percent 
larger than for the same month a 
year ago. 

But for the first half of the fiscal 
year, there was still less red ink than 
for the same p'eriod in 1994, the 
Treasury Department said Friday.

widely used in industry)' 

They have largely replaced dyna- 
mite in the blasting of rock for mines 
and roadcuts, according to Jimmie 
Oxiey, a specialist in the material at 
the New Mexico Institute of Mining 
and Technology in Socorro. 

"It's a very simple explosive to 
moke,” she said. , “In fact, for years 
the IRA (Irish Republican Army)

A blasiing cap contains a tiny E 
amount of explosive that is easily ■ 
ignited by heat from a battery-pow- E 
cred electrical ftlament, Its energy ■ 
then ignites the dynamite or, if it js 
great enough, jt ignites the ammoni- 
um nitrate directly.

Yokohama suffers

YOKOHAMA, Japan (AP) — For 
the second lime this week, panic con- 
vulsed Yokoliama when 25 people, 
were rushed to hospitals Friday suf- 
fering f^m a mysterious outbreak of 
stinging eyes and sore throats. 

The apparent gassing left no one 
' seriously hurt but the scare was the 
latest challenge to authorities,- who 
have yet to arrest anyone since a 
nerve gas ottack March 20 in nearby 
Tokyo's subways killed 12 people. _ 

Japanese who considered their 
country the safest among developed 
nations have been shocked by a wqve 
of attacks. 

While authorities haven't charged 
anyone, they have cracked down on 
the Aum Shinri Kyo or Supreme 
Truth sect, which police sUspect of 
making the nerve gas used on Tokyo 
subways. 

Authorities said Friday they~were 
considering removing the legal reli- 
gious status of the sect, which has 
denied any involvement in the 
attacks. 

Ten days after the Tokyo gassing, 
which also sickened thousands,' the 


police chief heading the investigation 
was shot and seriously woundfi as he 
left his Tokyo apartment building. 

Then Wednesday, someone' 
released a. -'mystery gas ar 
Yokohama's train train station, send- 
ing 509 people to hospitals. 

Finally Friday, the scene of the 
opparmt crime the third floor of a 
shopping center in Yokohama that is 
popular with young people and just a .

Crystal Cathedral founder reflects on 40 ye^s

Upward 
of 7,000 people worship there each 
week, and Sehuller!s "Hour of Power” 
television show, is broadcast to more 
than 1 0 million people worldwide. 

It takes almost $1 million a week to 
keep the ministry running, all of it 
obtained from contributions and 
tithes, he says. Schuller aiiribures that 
financial base to thc ministry’s 
emphasis on wliat he calls "possibility 
thinking.’.' It’s a mjx of Christianity 


and self-esteem psychology that 
appeals to n succcss-oriimicd culture. 

Schuller's upbeat style has been 
denounced, by some fundamcntpUsi 
Christians who prefer fire ond brim- 
stone in llte pulpit. His expensive and 
costly cathedral has been criticized 

But no scandals hove wracked hi& 
organization. At the height of the Jim 
Bakker scandal, a Gallup poll found 
that only evangelist Billy Graham was 
more trusted than Schuller. 

Schuller says his own rags-to-riches 
ministiy is testimony to wl^t con hop- 
pen when someone dreams big 
dream.s. Even though he rubs elbows 
with wealth and celebrity, and his 
polycstcrsuiis have been rcploccd by- 
silk, those wlio know him say he has 
retained a boyish congeniality. 

Schuller h.TS a divinity dcpec from 
Western Theological Seminory in 
Michigan. He is an ordained minister 
of the Reformed Church of America. 

Hellas not been without his dark 
days. During the early struggles, he 
says he sometimes felt as though he 
was going to have a nervous break- 
down. He went door to door, like a 
Fuller brush man, inviling'pcoplc'to 
attend his church. 

Later, major rifts erupted among 
board membera over which direciton the 
diurch should take.

While he worries abdut his family, 
wdiich inclutte five children and numer- 
ous graridkids, others worry about 
Schullcr..Tvro years ago, doctors said he 
came wiAin 20 minutes of dying when 
alHood vessel burst in his head while he 
was in an Amsterdam hotel. 

Schuller’s oldest son, Robert A. 
SchullCT, pastor ot Rancho Capistrano 
Community Church, may someday 
take over his ministry. 

Aside from fund-roising, o big 
chunk of the elder Schuller's lime is 
devoted to writing books. Five of the 
more than 30 he has penned have 
been New York Times best sellers. 
Last month he finished his autobiog- 
raphy. "Prayer.” It is scheduled to be 
published in Scptnnbcr. 

He takes one day off, Mondays, 
during which he toids'the flower gar- 
den on the iwo-acrc home in Orange, 
.Calif., purchased years ago for 
$100,000. Mondays also are "date 
nights" out with his wife. He spends 
Saturdays writing sermons for the two 
services held.on Sundays. He per- 
forms funerals and weddings, and 
'docs some counseling. 

He also hosts the church’s national 
seminars, including the International 
School of Christian Communication 
for Pastors. He spends abpql 10 weeks 
of his year on spwiking cngogcmenis. 
and chaiis Churches United in Global 
Mission, a group of leaders of the 300 
largest churehes in America. 

Schuller notes that his ministry 
I'ccently came full circle when he 
launched "Hour of Power” into the- 
aters. He expects the taped version of 
Crystal CathedraLscrviccs to be 
shown in some 2,000 theaters world- 
. wide within two years.

Faith of children giyes hope in troubled times

Throughout the nation — in 
cities, suburbs and rural towns.^ 
the children-of baby boomers have 
heard the voice of God. 

And where once psychologists 
and academics dismissed the faith 
of children as, well, childish, a 
new wave of research is develop- 
ing a powerful body of evidence 
that faith is a critical part of chil- 
dren’s everyday lives. 

No one speaks more compelling- 
ly of this faith than the children 
themselves.

KINGSTON, Gn. (AP) — On a 
cou), tranquil spring evening in 
Georgia hill country, Ihc congrega* 
lion trickles into tin;, Church of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. As older parish- 
ioners chat, young couples juggle 
diaper bags, baby carriers and color- 
ing books, ami boys dash around the 
pews. 

Cutting through the mingling 
churchgoers, three men stride quick- 
ly, bearing small wooden boxes they 
place near the pulpit. A faint 
buzzing can be heard. 

The service begins. 

With a warning, 

, "Wc have serpents up here," soys 
the Rev. Carl Porter, pastor of the 
little country church an hour’s drive 
from metro Atlanta. "There’s death 
in it. There’s death in them boxes. If 
the Lord rhoves on you, obey the 
Lord.'But if you lc.ivc ‘cm right in 
the boxes, you don’t have to woiry 
about it.” 

A din swells: electric guitar, 
drums, tambourines and vigorous 
singing, louder and louder. A hard 
rock Jam session mixed with the 
Grand Ole Opry.
